PETITIONS COULD LEAD 
TO VOTE IN CITY OF IRVINE

Members of the group that peti¬ 
tioned for a wet/dry election in Estill 
County say they will pursue another 
special vote in the future. 


Estill County voters elected to 
remain a dry county in last week’s 
election by a 50-vote margin. Jacob 
Estes, the local man that initiated 
the petition and formed the citizen 
group responsible for campaigning 
for a local option vote, said he is 
disappointed that they lost the elec¬ 
tion. However, he said the numbers 
suggest many people in the county 
are ready for a change. 


“Fifty votes is not a very large mar¬ 
gin for the county,” he said. “This 
just goes to show that this county 


has changed.” 

The change Estes refers to is from 
the county’s most recent wet/dry 


vote that took place more than 50 
years ago. He said the county voted 
to be dry by a four-to-one ratio. 

Kentucky Revised Statute (KRS) 
states the county can’t schedule 
another local option vote for three 
years. But, that doesn’t mean local 
voters will have to wait that long to 
vote again.

Pregnancy center 
planned to open 
in Estill in spring

Research suggests that in 
2005, around 1.2 million preg¬ 
nancies were terminated by 
abortion in the United States. 
Volunteers with a new out¬ 
reach ministry in the county 
are concerned with trying to 
lower this statistic. 

Estill County could be the 
home to a pregnancy care cen¬ 
ter that would provide servic¬ 
es for expecting parents. The 
facility could open as soon as 
this spring if the organization 
can earn the funds to buy the 
materials and run the facility. 

The group responsible for 
the idea, Family Life Resources 
(FLR), hosted a Rally for Life 
at the River Drive Christian 
Church (RDCC) on Saturday 
night. The rally was hosted 
to raise awareness about the 
need for such a facility in the 
community and to ask those 
present to spread the word. 

Paul Groves, minister of 
RDCC, said the new ministry 
is necessary in Estill County. 

“I’m excited about this 
brand new ministry,” he said. 
“It’s a much needed minis¬ 
try. It’s more needed than we 
probably realize.” 

The FLR Pregnancy Center 
would offer free pregnancy 
tests, help mother explore 
alternatives to abortion, pro¬ 
vide referrals to other help¬ 
ful local ministries, teach 


abstinence education, give 
post-abortion emotional sup¬ 
port and provide speakers to 
schools, churches and civic 
groups. 

Parents who use the center’s 
resources can also participate 
in an “earn while you learn” 
program. Parents can attend 
classes where they will watch 
a video as part of the curricu¬ 
lum, complete assignments 
and even do homework. 
As they are completing the 
courses, parents earn credit to 
shop in the center’s store. 

The store will be filled with 
donated items like maternity 
clothing, baby clothing and 
other essentials. 

The services are open to all 
expecting parents and parents 
of newly-born children. 

Sandra Wilds, director of 
the center, described herself 
as “the person who listened to 
God’s will and calling.” Wilds 
has been working in pregnan¬ 
cy ministry for 10 years and 
she is the one who proposed 
opening a pregnancy resource 
center in Estill County. 

Wilds is the administra¬ 
tive director of the pregnancy 
resource center in Richmond, 
where she started as a volun¬ 
teer. She began trying to bring 
a similar ministry to Estill 
County last year. 

The planning for the FLR 
Pregnancy Center began in

Local woman 
arrested for 
stealing meds

A report of stolen medication 
resulted in additional charges for a 
local woman who stole medication 
from a home. 

Tamara Cain, 40, of Barnes 
Mountain Road, was arrested 
Monday by Estill County Sheriff’s 
Deputy Karl Rifenbark and charged 
with alcohol intoxication, disorder¬ 
ly conduct and theft of a controlled 
substance. 

According to Rifenbark’s uni¬ 
form citation, he was in the process 
of arresting Cain for the alcohol 
intoxication and disorderly con¬ 
duct charges when he received 
a call that medication had been 
taken from the home of Adrian and 
Kathy McKinney. 

The McKinneys had hired Cain 
to clean their home. The couple 
left the home to run errands. While 
they were gone Cain remained at 
the home to finish cleaning. When 
they returned, the McKinneys dis¬ 
covered medication was missing. 

Cain admitted to the victims 
she had taken nine .25-milligram 
Xanax tablets and 24 clonazepam 
tablets without their permission. 
Both drugs are controlled sub¬ 
stances. 

Cain’s other charges were the 
result of a report of a drunk female 
attempting to fight with others on 
Barnes Mountain. When Rifenbark 
arrived, Cain stumbled out of the 
home screaming and cussing. She 
fell to the ground several times and 
attempted to fight her son, Bryon 
Cain. 

Rifenbark said she smelled like 
alcohol, had slurred speech and 
was unsteady on her feet.

Lawn precinct, 77 voted yes and 62 voted no.

If these elections resulted in legal alcohol 
sales, Estill would become one of 36 counties 
in the state designated as moist. 

Madison County is the only moist county 


Morgan and Taylor counties are also conduct¬ 
ing wet/dry elections this month. 

In order for any wet/dry elections to take 
place, citizens would have to issue petitions 


Estes said members of Citizens for Estill 
County Progress who live in the City of 
Irvine, are looking into petitioning for a vote 
for just the city. 

“If there is a way to hold a city-wide elec¬ 
tion, we will try that next,” he said, noting 
that the two of the four precincts within the 
Irvine city limits voted wet. “The results of 
the election show that the city would have 
been wet.” 

The Courthouse, Schoolhouse, West Lawn 
and Estill Springs precincts are within the 
Irvine city limits. Totals from these precincts 
indicate that 288 voted “yes” to allowing 
legalized alcohol sales and 258 voted “no.” 

In the Courthouse precinct, 70 voted yes 
and 40 voted no. In the Schoolhouse precinct, 
69 voted yes and 74 voted no. In the West 


legal. If a county vote upholds a dry territory, 
cities within that county are allowed to hold 
another election. The three-year rule does not 
apply in this case. The statute establishes this 
for first, second, third and fourth class cities. 

Based on its population, Irvine is a fourth- 
class city. Ravenna is classified as a fifth-class 
city. 

If a city option vote still resulted in a dry 
choice, precincts within that city could still 
hold a subsequent election to legalize alcohol 
sales in only that precinct. 

In the case of Ravenna, a similar election 
could take place. Voters in the Ravenna pre¬ 
cinct would have to petition for a local option 
vote and the election would be conducted 
similarly to the one that took place last week. 

In the Ravenna precinct, voters elected to 
remain dry 94 to 69. 




that borders Estill. Madison is a legally dry 
county with Richmond as its only wet city. 
Alcohol sales are also legal at several golf 
courses and Acres of Land Winery in the 
county. 

The Commonwealth of Kentucky 
Department of Alcoholic Beverage Control 
defines a moist county as one with a “wet city 
located in a dry county.” 

Currently 32 counties are designated wet 
and 38 are designated dry. 

By the end of January, 10 counties in 
Kentucky will have conducted local wet/dry 
elections. Barren, Bath, Breckinridge, Daviess, 
Elliott, Greenup, Hardin, Lyon, Meade,

with at least 25 percent of the total number of 
voters from the most recent general election 
signing. 

Estes said even if city elections don’t work 
he still plans to try for another county-wide 
vote in 2016. 

“If it’s taken 50 years to get only 50 votes 
from the benefits of legal alcohols sales, then 
I am 100-percent planning on trying again,” 
he said. “Just because we didn’t get the result 
we wanted this time doesn’t mean we can’t try 
again in a few years.”

May 2012 with 12 people meet¬ 
ing in the fellowship hall of a 
local church. The organization was 
started with the intent of open¬ 
ing a local resource center. Since 
then, a board of directors has been 
formed, by-laws have been estab¬ 
lished and approximately $3,00 has 
been raised to aid in the start-up 
costs of the ministry.

are staggering,” she said. “Abortion 
know no social class. There are 
different reasons women cite for 
having an abortion depending on 
their socio-economic classes.” 

Wild said the reality of abortion 
hit close to home when her teenage 
daughter became pregnant and a 
friend mentioned the possibility of 
an abortion. 

“What people don’t realize is 
that when the women walks out of 
the abortion clinic, her suffering 
isn’t over,” she said. “There is emo¬ 
tional and physical pain to follow. 
The way to change this tradition of 
death is to promote life.” 

Guest Speaker Kent Ostrander 
of The Family Foundation said 
he could talk about the statistics, 
the policy and the legislation sur¬ 
rounding abortions in America, 
but he would rather discuss the 
solution. 

He said facilities like the one 
planned in Estill Count are part of 
this solution. 


“You guys are answering the 
question of what to do with an 
unplanned or problem pregnan¬ 
cy,” he said. “You will have young 
women who will be eternally grate¬ 
ful for you helping them turn away 
from an abortion and other young 
women who will find comfort in 
Jesus’ forgiveness for the decisions 
they have already made.” 

A building for the facility has 
been offered by RDCC and dona¬ 
tions from the community and 
the facility in Richmond are being 
stored in local churches until the 
facility opens. 

The building will be available in 
April with the opening date being 
contingent on finances. Donations 
of professional services, furnish¬ 
ings, material goods and volun¬ 
teers are needed.

Reports that newspapers are dying are greatly exaggerated 


Back in 1897, James Ross Clemens was 
ill. Not-so-careful passing on of informa¬ 
tion resulted in word that Samuel Langhorne 
Clemens, better known by his pen name of 
Mark Twain, was dying in London. When 
an enterprising 
reporter decided 
to check on Twain 
before publishing 
his demise, the 
author responded, 
“The report of my 
death was greatly 
exaggerated.” 

Morley Safer, 
during his Jan. 6 
“60 Minutes” report 
about the news¬ 
paper industry, 
glibly stated, “The 
facts of life are that 
newspapers are folding all over the country. 
It’s a dying business.” His example was the 
New Orleans newspaper, The Times-Picayune, 
which recently cut back from publishing 
seven days a week to three days, 

When it comes to newspapers, there are 
two cousins - large metro dailies and com¬ 
munity newspapers. The latter includes week¬ 
lies and small dailies (publishing three or 
fewer days a week). Safer as well as reporters 


and broadcasters from media giants across 
the United States and around the world owe it 
to the public - and to community newspaper 
owners and staffers - to perform due dili¬ 
gence to determine which of the newspaper 
cousins is near death and which is alive. Only 
then, should they report their findings. 

It is the large metro daily newspapers, 
which make up less than five percent of all 
U.S. newspapers, that are struggling from 
declines in readership and advertising, print¬ 
ing less often or ceasing publication entirely. 

While it is painful to see our metro-daily- 
newspaper cousins faltering, we, the commu¬ 
nity newspapers, are not dying. Like Twain, 
community newspapers say, “Reports of our 
dying are greatly exaggerated.” 

Much has been published and broadcast 
about the decline of metro dailies. It is time 
to shine a spotlight on the health and vigor 
of community newspapers and on our role in 
rural and suburban communities across the 
country. 

Readership of our newspapers, mostly 
weeklies, is increasing and new community 
newspapers are being birthed. That the great 
investor Warren Buffett bought more than 
60 community newspapers in 2012 suggests 
there is present and future value in the weekly 
and small-daily arm of the industry. 

Community newspapers are doing well 


because people want to read about the actions 
of their town council and local school board, 
the results of high school sporting events 
and what’s happening in the business com¬ 
munity. Readers turn to community news¬ 
papers for public notices, for obituaries and 
police reports and for engagement, wedding, 
anniversary and birth announcements. They 
expect keen and thoughtful editorials as well 
as a forum for their own opinions - letters to 
the editor. They read the advertisements, look 
at every photo and clip articles and photos to 
post on bulletin boards and hang on refrig¬ 
erators. 

A 2011 survey by the National Newspaper 
Association and the Reynolds Journalism 
Institute at the Missouri School of Journalism 
found that 74 percent of people in areas 
served by newspapers with circulations under 
15,000 read one of those papers each week. 
They spend nearly 40 minutes reading the 
paper. Then, they share their newspaper with 
2.3 more people. 

We are watchdogs in our communities. We 
protect the public’s right to know and keep 
our readers informed about their communi¬ 
ties - essential elements in a democracy. 

As 21st century technology keeps enhanc¬ 
ing the gathering and dissemination of news 
and information, community newspapers 
aren’t standing idly by. We are in the fray, 


taking advantage of the immediacy that tech¬ 
nology offers. We have developed revenue- 
producing websites, and we interact with 
our communities and our readers on email, 
Facebook and Twitter. 

Community newspapers are very much 
alive. As Bill Tubbs, publisher of The North 
Scott Press and a member of the International 
Society of Weekly Newspaper Editors, wrote 
in an editorial Jan. 16, “Morley Safer, you’ve 
done us wrong, but here’s an offer you can’t 
refuse. Come to Eldridge (Iowa) and spend a 
week with our staff.” 

Any of the more than 8,000 community 
weekly newspapers in the U.S. extend a 
similar invitation not just to Safer but also 
to everyone who wants to see the healthy 
cousin. Interview the folks in Freeman, S.D., 
about the Freeman Courier; the high school 
students in Pittsfield, Ill., about the Pike 
Press; the families in Falmouth, Maine, about 
The Forecaster; the government officials in 
Espanola, N.M., about the Rio Grande Sun; or 
the business owners in Woodstock, Ga., about 
The Cherokee Ledger-News and set the record 
straight.

SOCIAL SECURITY AND TAX TIME 

Tips for social

April’s showers bring more than just 
May’s flowers — they also bring the dead¬ 
line day for filing taxes. Don’t wait until the 
showers arrive to prepare for tax season. 
Whether you are a small business owner, 
a retiree, or a new parent, here are some 
Social Security tax tips that may help you. 

Are Social Security benefits taxable? 

They are for some people. About one third 
of those receiving benefits must pay taxes 
on some of their Social Security. If your 
total income, including Social Security and 
all of your other taxable income, is $25,000 
or more and you file federal taxes as an 
individual, you’ll need to pay federal taxes 
on some of your benefits. (That amount is 
$32,000 for married couples filing a joint 
return.) 

Will I get a tax form for my Social 
Security benefits? Yes. In fact, you should 
have already received it. Social Security 
Benefit Statements (Form SSA-1099) for 
tax year 2012 were mailed to beneficiaries 
and should have been received by January 
31, 2013. If you receive Social Security and 
haven’t received your 1099, you can request 
one online at www.socialsecurity.gov/1099. 

We had our first child in 2012. Does 
our baby need a Social Security Number? 

Yes. Most people apply for their baby’s 
Social Security number while they’re still 
in the hospital at the same time they apply 
for the birth certificate. But if you didn’t, 
you’ll need to apply for your child’s Social 
Security number in order to claim the child 
as a dependent on your tax return. You’ll 
also need it if you ever apply for govern¬ 
ment benefits on behalf of the child or your 
family. Learn more about Social Security 
cards and numbers at www.socialsecurity.

I changed my name when I got married 
last year. Do I need to report it to Social 
Security?

security taxes 

your name due to marriage, divorce, court 
order, or for any other reason, make sure 
you change your name with Social Security, 
as well as with your employer. If you 
change with one source but not the other, 
it could cause your earnings to be improp¬ 
erly recorded. That could result in you not 
getting all the benefits you earned when 
you become eligible for Social Security 
in the future. You can learn more about 
your Social Security number and how to 
change your name at www.socialsecurity.

I own a small business. Can I report the 
W-2s of my employees online to Social 
Security? Yes, and we encourage you to do 
so at www.socialsecurity.gov/bso. Filing 
your W-2s electronically is free, fast, and 
secure! Plus there’s an added bonus: when 
you file electronically, you receive an extra 
month to file because electronically filed 
W-2s aren’t due until March 31st. You’ll 
also receive an electronic acknowledge¬ 
ment receipt. And when you file electroni¬ 
cally, you can print out your W-2s for your 
employees. 

Does Social Security have any advice to 
make tax filing and future benefit appli¬ 
cations go smoothly? We encourage you to 
carefully check your name, Social Security 
number and all of the data on your W-2s, 
your online Social Security Statement, and 
Social Security card to make sure they all 
match. If you don’t have access to your 
card or Statement but know your Social 
Security number, make sure the number 
and information is correct on your W-2s. A 
mismatch could delay your tax refund and 
cause problems with your Social Security 
benefits in the future. Such errors are much 
easier to fix now. If you do notice an error, 
you should contact Social Security at 1-800- 
772-1213 (TTY 1-800-325-0778), or if the 
information on the W-2 is incorrect, notify 
your employer.

It is time to be planning 
the disease control program 
for the home orchard, espe¬ 
cially fire blight. Fire blight, 
a bacterium, is a disease that 
affects fruit and ornamen¬ 
tal plants. It over winters in 
cankers formed during the 
previous years’ infections 
and as “resident” bacteria on 
plant surfaces. When condi¬ 
tions are favorable, the dis¬ 
ease attacks and causes the 
black “fired” appearance to 


the damaged tissues. In order 
to control fire blight, there 
are several points to consider. 
Take extra care during the 
dormant season to prune trees 
according to sound horticul¬ 
tural principles. Trees prop¬ 
erly thinned and shaped are 
generally less susceptible to 
fire blight. In addition, while 
trees are dormant, blighted 
twigs should be pruned just 
below the infected areas 
and destroyed. This prac¬ 
tice, which should be done 
every year, eliminates an 
important potential source 
of inoculum for subsequent 
epidemics. The pruning 
must be done carefully, so 
that all infected branches are 
removed. This care is espe¬ 
cially important in young 
plantings where unchecked 
canker development could 
easily kill the tree. It is not 
necessary to sterilize prun¬ 
ing tools for dormant prun¬ 
ing. Remove badly infected 
trees and old, neglected pear 
trees that could be sources of 
inoculum. 

While trees are break¬ 


ing dormancy, just at first 
green tip, apply fixed cop¬ 
per spray to the twigs and 
branches to help reduce over 
wintering bacterial inocu¬ 
lum. Avoid spraying copper 
after 1/2-inch green tip so 
that fruits do not become 
russetted. Thoroughly wash 
the spray tank following use, 
since the chemical can be 
corrosive. This spray also will 
reduce the over wintering 
populations of the fungi that 
cause black rot, blotch, and 
other canker diseases.

Winter Weather Driving Tips

This winter has already 
had many of us driving in 
wintery conditions and it 
looks like things aren’t going 
to ease up any time soon. 
Even though we haven’t seen 
much snow fall here in Estill 
County, if you’ve been north 
of us at all, they’ve had all 
kinds of the white stuff. You 
must use extreme caution 
when driving during winter 
weather. 

Most people are not for¬ 
mally trained on how to drive 
in hazardous weather condi¬ 
tions. Many people become 
very nervous and then con¬ 
fusion prevails. Here are 
some driving tips to help you 
steer clear of trouble when 
driving in heavy rain, sleet, 
snow or ice. 

•Slow down - It does not 
matter what type of vehicle 
you are driving, when driv¬ 
ing in hazardous weather 
slowing down gives you a few 
more seconds to react when 
trouble occurs. 

•Look ahead - Watch 
ahead for possible trouble 
spots. Looking ahead gives 
you a few more seconds to 
react which can be the dif¬ 
ference in almost being in an 


accident and actually having 
one. 

•Wipers on, lights on - 
Whenever daytime visibil¬ 
ity is less than ideal, turning 
on your lights allows you to 
see, and to be seen by oth¬ 
ers. Remember this rule of 
thumb: wipers on, lights on. 
Also remember cars equipped 
with daytime running lights 
still need to turn their lights 
on. Daytime running lights 
are only a low headlight, your 
tail lights are not on at all. 
When traveling in snowy 
weather, remember to clear 
tail lights, signal lights, and 
headlamps regularly. 

•Don’t over estimate - The 
capability of four-wheel- 
drive vehicles is greater than 
other vehicles, but not limit¬ 
less. Many drivers mistakenly 
believe that four-wheel drive 
is all powerful. Every type 
of vehicle depends on four 
small contact patches where 
the tire meets the road for 
traction. This small contact 
area is the limiting factor of 
any vehicle on a slippery sur¬ 
face. Four-wheel drive does 
not improve braking or cor¬ 
nering effectiveness. 

•Don’t over react - Many 
people believe that quick 
reactions make a good driver. 
The world’s best drivers are 
trained to anticipate prob¬ 


lems early and direct the 
vehicle appropriately before 
they become involved in a 
problem. Reacting too quick¬ 
ly can be dangerous if the 
driver’s response is inappro¬ 
priate. 

•Keep momentum - Gain 
speed and momentum on 
the flat before starting uphill. 
When the car begins to slow 
down going up the hill, ease 
up on the accelerator, allow 
the car to slow down and 
crest the hill slowly. If you try 
and accelerate too hard and 
spin the wheels, you may lose 
momentum and not make 
the top. It’s better to make the 
top at a slower speed than to 
not make it at all. 

•Most importantly - If you 
don’t have to go out don’t. It 
is always best to refrain from 
driving in hazardous weath¬ 
er. If it is absolutely necessary 
for you to leave, try to wait 
until road crews have cleared 
the roads. Main roadways 
are usually cleared quickly, 
so you shouldn’t have to wait 
long. Remember just because 
the road has been cleared and 
salted doesn’t mean there are 
not still slick spots on the 
roadway.

1 tablespoon olive oil 

3 skinless, boneless chicken breast 
halves 

1 large onion, chopped 

2 cloves garlic minced 

5 or 6 cups chicken broth 

3 (15 ounce) cans of great north¬ 
ern beans or cannellini beans, rinsed 
and drained 

2 (4 ounce) cans chopped green 
chiles 

1 tablespoon dried oregano 

1 teaspoon ground cumin, or to 
taste 

2 pinches cayenne pepper, or to 
taste 

Vi cup chopped fresh cilantro, or 
to taste 

Vi cup shredded Monterey Jack 
cheese 

Salt to taste 

Directions: 

Heat olive oil in a Dutch oven over 
medium heat. Cook chicken, onion 
and garlic in hot oil until chicken is 
browned, 3 to 5 minutes per side. 

Remove the chicken to a cut¬ 
ting board, cut into 1-inch pieces, 
and return to the Dutch oven; add 
chicken broth, beans, green chiles, 
oregano, cumin, and cayenne pep¬ 
per.

Butternut 
Squash Risotto

Just a Pinch 

2 Tbsp. olive oil, extra vir¬ 
gin 

1 medium onion, chopped 

2 Tbsp. sage, fresh, 
chopped 

1 small butternut squash, 
peeled, seeded and grated or 
finely chopped 

1 clove garlic, minced 
1 1/2 cups arborio rice 
1 cup dry white wine 
Salt and pepper to taste 
1/2 cup Parmesan cheese 
4 cups chicken stock, light 
Heat oil in a deep skillet or 
pot over medium heat. Add 
onion, salt and pepper. Saute 
for 4 minutes until onion is 
softened but not browned. 
Add sage and cook for 1 
minutes. Add squash and 
garlic and cook for 3 min¬ 
utes. Meanwhile, heat chicken 
stock in a saucepan and keep 
simmering. Add rice to the 
vegetables and cook for 3 min¬ 
utes or so until rice kernals 
become chalky. This helps to 
release the starch in the rice 
and it’s an important step in 
the creaminess of the risotto. 
Add the wine to deglaze the 
pan and cook for 3 minutes. 
Add one ladleful of hot stock 
at a time to the rice mixture 
while stirring. Do not add any 
more broth to the rice until the 
liquid is evaporated. Continue 
doing this until all of the stock 
is absorbed. When all of the 
stock is incorporated, remove 
from the heat and add the 
cheese. 

Chicken Barley Soup 

Reece Wise, Ravenna 

1 broiler-fryer chicken (2 to 
3 lbs.), cut up 

2 quarts of water 

1 1/2 cups diced carrots 
1 cup diced celery 
1/2 cup barley 
1/2 cup chopped onion 
1 chicken bouillon cube, 
optional 

1 tsp. salt, optional 
1 bay leaf 

1/2 tsp. poultry seasoning 
1/2 tsp. black pepper 
1/2 tsp. dried sage 
In a large kettle, cook chick¬ 
en in water until tender. Cool 
broth and skim off the fat. 
Debone the chicken and cut 
into bite-size pieces. Return to

The deepening of cold 
winter weather combined 
with rising utility costs leaves 
many households unable 
to fully meet heating bills 
or purchase sufficient bulk 
fuel to keep their families 
safe and warm. Kentucky 
river Foothills Development 
Council (KRFDC) began 
the “Crisis” portion of 
the Low-income Home 
Energy Assistance Program 
(LIHEAP) that assists house¬ 
holds in a heating crisis on 
Monday, Jan. 7. 

A household shall be con¬ 
sidered to be in a home heat¬ 
ing crisis situation when the 
household meets the basic 
LIHEAP eligibility crite¬ 
ria and (1) the household 
is within four days of run¬ 
ning out of fuel if bulk fuel 
(coal, fuel oil, propane, kero¬ 
sene, or wood) is the heat 
source; (2) the household has 
received a disconnect notice 
if natural gas or electric is the 
heat source; or (3) the house¬ 
hold’s home heating costs are 
included as an undesignated 
portion of the rent, and the 
household has received an 
eviction notice for non-pay¬ 
ment from the landlord. 

Qualifying participants 
will receive an energy assis¬ 
tance voucher. Energy ser¬ 
vices include electric, gas, 
kerosene, fuel oil, propane, 
coal, or wood, eligible par¬ 
ticipants do not need to have 
an unpaid energy bill or be 
out of fuel to receive energy 
assistance in the subsidy por¬ 
tion of this program. The 
benefit amount that each 
household receives will be 
based on its level of poverty 
and the type of fuel used for 
heating. All eligible house¬ 


holds will receive a benefit 
until LIHEAP funds are fully 
depleted. Benefits will be 
made payable to the house¬ 
hold’s primary or secondary 
heating fuel vendor. 

Applications will be taken 
Monday through Friday from 
8 a.m. to 3:30 p.m., at the 
KRFDC Outreach Office 
located on River Drive. The 
office will be closed from 
noon to 1 p.m. Applications 
will be taken through March 
31, or until funds are deplet¬ 
ed, whichever comes first. 

Both homeowners and 
renters who are responsible 
for their heating bills and 
have low or fixed incomes 
are eligible. 

LIHEAP has established 
income guidelines to deter¬ 
mine eligibility. For the 
2012-2013 program year, 
the income guidelines are: 
1 person - $1,211; 2 people 

- $1,640; 3 people - $2,069; 
4 people $2,498; 5 people - 
$2,927; 6 people - $3,356; 
7 people - $3,785; 8 people 

- $4,214. 

•Add $429 for each addi¬ 
tional family member. 

The basic eligibility criteria 
includes: 

1. Completion of an appli¬ 
cation 

2. is responsible for home 
energy costs, directly or as 
an undesignated portion of 
their rent. 

3. Have a combined house¬ 
hold income, for the calendar 
month prior to the month of 
application, not in excess of 30 
percent of the federal poverty 
level as listed in the Income 
Eligibility Guidelines. 

4. Live in Kentucky when 
the application is made and 
apply in the county of resi¬ 


dence; and 

5. Not have liquid resourc¬ 
es in excess of $2,000 or 
$3,000 if at least one per¬ 
son in the household is 60 
or older: and/or disabled 
except for households where 
a member has a catastrophic 
illness. The amount may be 
$4,000 when the resources 
are being accessed for medi¬ 
cal and living expenses. In 
addition to the above eligibil¬ 
ity requirements, crisis appli¬ 
cants must be within four 
days of running out of fuel 
if wood, coal, propane, fuel 
oil or kerosene is the heat 
source or a disconnect/past 
due notice has been received 
from the vendor (example: 
past due notice, termination 
notice, final notice). 

Applicants must bring the 
following information: 

•Most recent disconnect 
notice for electric or natu¬ 
ral gas, an eviction notice if 
heating expenses are includ¬ 
ed in rent; 

•Metered utility bill (natu¬ 
ral gas, electric, or water) as 
proof of address; 

•Social Security cards, or 
Permanent Residence card 
(Green Card) for each mem¬ 
ber of household; 

•Proof of all household 
income from previous 
month. 

Individuals who are unable 
to apply for themselves may 
send an authorized individ¬ 
ual to apply for them. If this 
is the case, please contact the 
KRFDC office in advance. 
If you are sick or have the 
flu, please call the Outreach 
Office first to make other 
arrangements. 

Interested energy custom¬ 
ers can find out more how 
to apply for LIHEAP/heat- 
ing assistance by contacting 
the Estill County Outreach 
Office at 723-4492. 

LIHEAP is a state¬ 
wide initiative sponsored 
by Community Action 
Kentucky in partnership with 
the Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services (CHFS).

As a resuslt of 
it, a new nation, conceived in 
liberty and dedicated to the 
proposition that all are creat¬ 
ed equal, developed and took 
its place as a respected nation 
among the leading nations 


of the world. Admired and 
respected around the world, 
people from every nation 
wanted to come to America to 
achieve the American dream, 
and many did.
